Good  liquid  insecticides  are:  Aphine,  Black-Leaf  40,  Fish-Oil 
Soap,  Lemon  Oil,  Kerosene  Emulsion,  and  Melrosine. 

Pests,  such  as  beetles,  worms,  slugs  and  caterpillars,  which  chew  foHage,  fruit  or 
flowers  are  more  quickly  and  effectively  killed  with  stomach  poisons  such  as  arsenate  of 
lead,  paris  green,  Pyrox,  etc.
